After Escape From County 


Jail Here Saturday Night 


John Henry L andm an. 21, Hanover R. 3, today faced a 
charge of jail break after six hours of freedom Saturday 
flight from the county jail. 
Uh linkman, a trusty at the jail, who would have completed 
his sentence on a burglary and larceny charge in March, 
escaped from the* jai! via the coal chute in the structure at 
about 6:15 o’clock Saturday night. He was captured by Han­ 
over police at the home of his sister in Hanover a trout 12:50 
o ’clock.

Nabbed In Hanover 
During his brief period of liberty. 
I aughm an walked into G ettysburg, 
took a taxi to his hom e in the 
Pigeon Hills, near A bbottstown, fled 
on foot in below* freezing w eather 
across th e hills to H anover when 
sta te police arrived at his fa th e r’s 
hom e, and Anally walked into his 
sister*s hom e in H anover, w hich is 
n ex t door to th e hom e of a Hanover 
policem an. T he H anover policem an. 
Albert M iller, was w atching from his 
own hom e to see if Loughm an would 
visit th e sister.

JAIL DELIVERY 


The 
January 
term 
of 
Adams 
county court 
got 
underway 
this 
morning with the grand jury, m eet­ 
ing in the law library at the court 
house, bringing in a true bill on 
four counts of violation of the state 
liquor laws against Leon H Gage, 
Littlestown chief of police. This 
afternoon the Jury will hear testi­ 
mony and make its decisions in five 
other cases. 
In addition the Jury will have an 
unusual duty—that of conducting an 
investigation 
into the jail break 
Saturday by John Henry Loughman, 
Hanover R. 3. 
In telling the jury tliat it should 
conduct the investigation, the court 
asked the jury to visit the jail and 
to call in any witnesses it may wish, 
including the sheriff and prisoners 
at the jail. 
In informing the jury of its addi­ 
tional work, Judge W 
C. Sheely 
noted that “it is our understanding 
that Loughman escaped through the 
I coal room and that some one pre­ 
viously entered by that means. Ap­ 
parently some alteration is necessary 
! in the opening provided for the 
I entrance of coal and, if that is so, 
I the jury’ should make a recoin- 


I mendation so that the commission- 
! ers will be able to make the altera­ 
tion promptly. 
Iron Oui "Bugs” 
"In the jail we have a new institu­ 
tion, and it has always been neces­ 
sary for .such buildings to have their 
period of trial, in which the bugs' 
are discovered that cou^f not be 
anticipated beforehand. Possibly the 
' means of entrance for coal should 
i be different from the present ssytem. 
That of course Is the duty of the 
i grand jury, to find out what may be 
needed and make such recommenda­ 
tions as will alleviate the situation. 
"Again there is another duty that 
a grand Jury must do in connection 
with a Jail break. It must determine 
if there w as any negligence on the 
p art of anyone which permitted the 
bren*. On the other hand there is 
always a certain amount of talk in 
connection with such events, and if 
I there has been no negligence the 
I sheriff is entitled to a public ex­ 
oneration from any blame.”

T he types of construction reg u lat­ 
ed include banks, hotels, office and 
loft 
buildings, barber and beauty 


shops, 
garages, 
service 
stations, 
laundry and dry cleaning estab­ 
lishm ents. shoe repair and tailor 
shops eating, places, printing shops, 
m otels and tourist cam ps. 
U ndertaking and cem etery build­ 
ings, com m unity and neighborhood 
structures, facilities for the storage, 
distribution, sale an d display of con­ 
sum er goods, 
including all 
retail 
stores and .shopping centers, are 
covered by the order, as well as 
storage 
w arehouses 
for 
personal 
effects. 
In the case of a 
m ultiple-use 
building—such 
as 
an 
ap artm en t 
house w ith stores or offices 
NPA 
will require authorization for the 
portion intended for com m ercial use. 
T he order does not restrict the 
building of wholesale food establish­ 
m ents or wholesale supply facilities 
for fuel oil, gasoline, coal, or gas 
distributing system s and pipelines.

TINKER OF TAFE 
One of the most inspiring men 
whom it has been my good fortune 
to meet, and know all too little, is 
that great teacher and friend, Prof. 
Chauncey Brewster Tinker, of Yale 
University. I envy the Joy every 
student m ast have experienced who 
listened to his inspiring teaching, 
It has been my rare privilege, 
however, to have talked of books 
and people with this m an, listening 
to his gentle, yet fascinating, talk 
in his magnificent library of treas­ 
urers, and watching him handle his 
rarities as though they still lived 
and talked. 
About a year ago I was with my 
friend in his cloistered “den,” and 
he reached for a book, “The Age 
of Johnson,” just published, and 
beautifully inscribed It to me. It 
contains thirty-six essays by former 
students, all nr en of reputation and 
renown In scholastic realm s today. 
It was w ritten and presented to him 
as a memorial of love from those 
former students. 
In the introduction to this book 
is a beautiful tribute to the m an 
and to the teaching of Professor 
Tinker by W ilm arth Sheldon Lewis, 
who says: “ In Mr. T inker’s view, 
a classroom 
was a place where 
young men were stirred up. where 
they were taught to think, and 
where they were shown tile beauty 
and significance of English liter­ 
ature.” Many have been the fine 
books by this scholar, but he says: 
“I shall be remem tiered for 
students. These are my jewels.” 
And so. as a fitting tribute to a 
friend, on the last day In 1950, alone 
In my library, I took down several 
of the books by this w riter and 
teacher, and imbibed tile rich and 
satisfying bouquet from this living 
literature of his, which I so much 
love and treasure. Few' men have 
contributed to “The Age of John­ 
son" as has Chauncey Tinker. And 
he has played a most prom inent 
part in the recent discovery’ and 
publication of the famous “Boswell's 
London Journal," the first volume 
of which has Just recently come 
from the press.

AT HIGHEST IN 
HISTORY OF U.S.

Living 
costs now are at their highest in 
history: 31 percent higher than iii 
June, 1946, when OPA was scuttled 
urn! price controls were lifted. 
They've risen more than three per­ 
cent 
since 
the

shooting 
.started in June. Tile next govern­ 
ment figures, expected in a few days, 
probably will show costs still rising. 
Last week President Truman made 
it clear price and wage controls are 
coming. But when? Not. it seems, 
until the government has been able 
to assemble a staff big enough to 
handle them. That may be months 
away. 
A Brief Review 
This is brief review leading up to 
where we are now. 
When this country got into the 
Korean fighting, and was kicked 
around, the nation realized a big 
defense program was needed 
To get it started. President Tru­ 
man on July 19 asked Congress for 
some very limited powers: To al­ 
locate materials to defense plants 
(and to curb credit as a brake on in­ 
flation. 
He didn't ask. and didn’t want, 
power to control prices and wages.

five months in flying service—died 
on duty yesterday after rescuing IO 
passengers from the flaming wreck­ 
age of a National Airlines plane in 
which seven perished. 
Mary Frances Housiey, five-foot, 
three-inch brunette who went to 
work for NAL only last August, died 
a heroine in the fire-swept DC-4, 
The big four-engined plane skidded 
over a runway, crashed into a ditch 
a n j burned in landing at Interna­ 
tional airport. Four other women 
and two babies lost their lives. 
Saved At I/ea*t Ii 
To the last, Miss Housiey, de­ 
scribed by fellow employes as 
the 
mo-t pleasant person you ever want 
to meet ” died with one of the vic­ 
tims—a 
four-months-old 
baby—in 
her arms. She was credited with 
leading to safety at least IO of the 
19 passengers who escaped 
with 
minor injuries. 
Survivors of the cratsh told how 
the blackeyed-hastess from Jack­ 
sonville. Fla., opened the cabin door 
and cautioned them to "take it 
easy." Then she made repeated res­ 
cue trips into the plane until she 
was swallowed up by the flames. 
J. A. LeBlanc, NAL senior agent, 
one of the witnesses to the accident, 
said the plane was making an ap­ 
proach in rough weather with visi­ 
bility IL miles. He said that after 
making a normal landing on the 
snow-covered 
runway 
the 
plane 
traveled to the end of the runway 
and off the end into a ditch. 
Instrum ent landing 
The pilot, Howell Barwick, and 
the co-pilot, Edward Zatarian, both 
of Jacksonville. Fla , emerged un­ 
injured and were whisked away by 
NAL officials before they could tell 
their story. Civil Aeronautics Au- 
\ thoritics later 
interrogated 
them 
but nothing was disclosed of the 
questioning. 
It was alternately snowing and 
raining as Hie big plane en me in fru­ 
its only landing on a flight from 
Newark, N. J , to Norfolk, Va. It 
touched down for the landing at 
2:13 pm . on the 6.000-foot paved 
I runway. 
Because clouds covered the air­ 
port the plane made an instrum ent 
landing, a CAA adm inistration em ­ 
ploye on duty in the airport control 
1 tower, said. He verified th at it was 
i a normal landing but said the plane 
overran 
the 
runway, 
rammed 
i through a cyclone fence and bumped 
across the ditch, grinding to a stop 
with Hie after section of the fuse­ 
lage bridging the 10-foot cut. 
Survivors Unhurt 
As soon as the plane stopped, 
flames shot up from the severed left 
wing, and fed by hundreds of gal- 
loas of high octane gasoline, flashed 
to the cabin. Airport emergency 
squads were unable to extinguish 
the fire before the plane was all but 
destroyed. 
None of the 21 passengers and 
crewmen surviving were seriously 
injured. 
Most 
of 
them 
suffered 
bruises in the 10-foot Jump from 
the cabin to the ground. Others were 
burned about the hands and face. 
Mrs. Manuela Sm ith, wife of a 
sailor stationed 
a t 
Norfolk. 
Va, 
escaped 
with

daughter. Betty Jane, but lost her 
infant daughter, Brenda Joyce. It 
was Brenda Joyce who died in Miss 
Housiey's arms. 
Mrs. H. M archiano and her infant 
son of Mt. Kisco, N Y , also were 
among the dead. 
“A Real Heroine’’ 
Other victims were identified as 
Mrs. N. B. Joynes, 58, and Marion 
Carden, 28. both of Norfolk, Va., and 
a passenger listed on the manifest 
as Mrs. Lewis Hubian of New York 
S city. 
A navy captain, lieutenant and 
three eehsted men; a marine pfc. 
I and an army pfc., were among the 
injured. All were returning to their 
I stations. 
The tragic story as told by sur­ 
vivors can be summed up in two 
words: “Miss Housiey." Still shaken 
from their ordeal, everyone of those 
who escaped from the burning plane 
| had words of praise and thanks for 
the stewardess who gave her life 
in their behalf. 
"A real heroine.” said Pfc. Gordon I 
Mitchell of South 
Portland. Me. 
She was very calm and tried to 
1 quiet those passengers who were 
yelling.”
